When the new President and his wife 
t down atttate dinners in the White 
Honae their view of e.oh other will be 
Interrupted by * gre*t gold vaso filled 
sith flowers. At these entertainments 
the middle of the table is always I 
pied by a gold-framed mirror, v 
extends nearly from one end to the 
other.
